Prospects Of Dirt Slow 
Reed School Site Action 
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The grumbling of 20 home-i 
owners over the prospect of 
35,000 rumbling truck loads 
of dirt slowed Reed School Dis­ 
trict trustees in acquisition of 
a North Central School site 
last night. 
The “ knoll site” behind Lit­ 
tle Reed Heights and Del Mar 
Estates has been given favored 
consideration by Supt. Edward 
C. Pino, over the “ ridge site ’ 
which is on an extension of 
Hycienda Drive. 
At least four plans have been 


prepared for development of 
the knoll site by the architect­ 
ural firm of Reid and Tarics. 
The first involved cutting and 
hauling away 800,000 cubic 
yards of dirt providing a 10- 
acre site; the second would 
have moved only 690,000 cubic 
yards. The plan discussed last 
night called for moving 350,- 
000 cubic yards with possible 
cuts up to 55 feet in depth for 
a 7.6-acre site. 


The cost of this would be 
difficult to estimate, the board 


learned. E. Warren McGuire, 
San Rafael attorney for Tri­ 
angle Builders, Inc., who own 
the knoll site, said 35,000 one­ 
way trips would have to be 
made by 10-wheel trucks car­ 
rying 10 cubic yards of dirt 
each trip. 


The architect's fourth plan, 
to utilize balanced cut and fill 
of 275.000 cubic yards, has 
been blocked by the Marin 
County Planning Commission 
because of a proposed county 
road through the site. Trustee 
Leo Souza suggested the plan­ 
ning commission be approach­ 
ed again. 


The ridge site is not “edu­

Start 'Homework' Now To 
Cast Informed Vote June 2 


The June 2 primary election is little 
more than a month away. 
Campaigning “for keeps" will pro­ 
ceed without let-up from now until then. 
And on the night before election, in 
this space, the I-J will probably remind 
all to “get cut and vote tomorrow.” 
We will unquestionably advocate an 
“informed” vote. 
But it will then be too late to inform 
oneself. 
Permit us to make that “pitch” here 
today. 
Inform yourself. 
Campaigning provides the opportun­ 
ity. 
Many 
tend 
to 
scoff 
at 
political 
speeches. 


But if ycu want to cast an informed 
vote next June 2, it is necessary to 
familiarize yourself with the stands of 
the candidates, to listen to a bit of cam­ 
paign oratory. Republicans face an im­ 
portant choice between Conservative 
Senator Goldwater and Moderate-Pro­ 
gressive Governor Rockefeller. 


Democrats face a tough choice be­ 
tween the two contenders for U.S. Sen­ 
ator Clair Engle’s job, Alan Cranston 
and Pierre Salinger. 


If these and other contests are to be 
decided on facts and reason (instead of 
“by guess and by golly”), it is time now 
for voters to start doing “homework” 
seriously.

A community art show to give youth 
a chance to express themselves is an 
excellent idea. 
Such a show is planned for June 14 
in Novato by a group called The Novato 
Society of Advanced Art. Title of the 
exhibit is‘ “What I see when I think of

Rules call for good taste, skill, read­ 
ability between artist and viewer, etc. 
In addition, the Society lays out some of 
its aims in a Statement of Agreement 
for members of the group.

Livermore Disagrees 
With Livermore 
Editor. Independent-Journal: 
1 wanted to comment on a 
letter written to you by Nor­ 
man Livermore Jr.. on April

it, he saw little hope for sav­ 
ing the Prairie Creek State 
Redwood Park from the in­ 
trusion 
of 
a 
freeway, 
be­ 
cause of the high cost of rout­ 
ing the freeway around this 
park. He and I have shared 
a lifelong interest in wilder­ 
ness and conservation mat­ 
ters, but on this question we 
have an honest and friendly 
disagreement. 
His letter answered a let­ 
ter written to you by Mr. 
Francois Leydet, one of the 
authors of "The Last Red­ 
woods" in which Mr. Leydet 
had said that the remaining 


virgin redwoods would he cut 
by 1980 at the present rate of 
cutting and that it would cost 
only a "moderate” amount to 
build 
the 
freeway 
around 
Prairie Creek Park. Norm, in 
answering, stated that county 
assessors have estimated a 
35-year life for the remain­ 
ing 
virgin 
redwoods 
and 
that some lumber companies 
would 
have 
enough 
virgin 
redwoods to last for 50 years, 
and he questioned whether 
the alleged cost of six million 
dollars, which the Division of 
Highways estimates will be 
required to route the free­ 
way 
around 
the 
Prairie 
Creek Park, is "moderate.” 
Certainly, the question of 
the probable life of the re­ 
maining virgin redwoods is a 
conjectural 
matter 
as 
to 
which I must defer to Norm s 
experience 
in 
the 
forestry 
field and to Mr. Leydet’s re­ 
search. but I am informed 
that a 1960 report by the 
United States Forest Service 
estimated 
that 
these 
trees 
will 
have 
disappeared 
by 
1980, if the present rate of 
cutting continues. 
However. I do wish to dif­ 
fer 
with 
Norm's 
reluctant 
view that Prairie Creek Park 
probably 
cannot 
be 
saved 
from the freeway. I believe 
he was over-pessimistic, and 
understandably 
so, 
because 
he had before him only the 
single item of the estimate by 
the Division of Highways of 
the cost of saving this park 
and was accordingly not able 
to relate this estimate to the 
state - wide highw ay program 
as a whole.

covenant with the donors that 
these quiet sanctuaries will 
not be disturbed by the drone 
and roar of trucks and buses 
travelling at high speeds or 
by the w ide, straight swath of 
a bisecting freeway? 
Cannot a society which can 
spend billions to put an astro­ 
naut on the moon and on 
armaments, and a State which 
can spend 10 billion dollars 
on a state highway program 
and $4,300,000 in construct­ 
ing a highway interchange 
north of Hamilton Field for 
the greater convenience and 
safety of the motoring pub­ 
lic. spend a small fraction of 
its State highway funds and 
its federal highway subsidy 
to honor its obligations to 
these donors and to preserve 
these world-famous parks? 
Probably the only proper­ 
ties in the State that are pres­ 
ently completely safe from 
the 
recently 
enlarged 
and 
almost 
unlimited power of 
the Division of Highways are 
cemeteries. 
These redwood 
groves should be considered 
to be in the same category. 
They should be preserved as 
eloquent statements to the 
world that, although we are 
proud of our fine highways, 
the citizens of California also 
place a high value on making 
good our commitments to the 
thousands of donors from all 
over 
the 
world 
who 
have 
given to these parks and that 
we are determined to protect 
for future 
generations the 
priceless and unique heritage 
of these trees.

Last Of Tramp

“ FRED IS THE LAST of 
the tramp reporters,” said 
assistant 
managing 
editor 
Rerne Jacobsen of the Seattle 
Post * Intelligencer last No­ 
vember, introducing me to 
political editor Stub Nelson. 
1 denied this, saying I had 
served the I-J nearly three 
years and settled down. But 
maybe he tagged me right. 


I’m taking off again, this

SIEMENS, serene chairman

Fellow physicians rate 
Siemens as a first-rate busi­ 
nessman as well as top-flight 
doctor. 
Tipsters insist he will soar 
to higher political levels, but 
only after seeing Tam Dis-:

“That guy waving his arms 
says he's going to turn on all 
the tap water in Washington 
to protest civil rights.”

/railed youth market highlight 
the auto industry’s spring new 
car presentations. 
Three major manufacturers j 
have jumped into this hereto­

manufacturing 
area with new sporty, fast- 
backed cars. 
The latest to be previewed, j 
the Ford Motor Co. Mustang, 
was introduced amid the glam­ 
or of the New York World s 
fair. 
The Mustang, a 
108-inch 
wheelbase model, comes with 
a 170 horsepower standard six 
engine. Available are three 
optional V-8 engines with up 
to 271 horsepower. 
Carrying out demands for 
safety as well as stepped up 
horsepower, the Mustang like 
American Motor Corp.'s new 
Typhoon series and Plymouth’s 
Barracuda sports model, come 
equipped with safety belts un­ 
less the buyer specifically asks 
that this equipment not be 
installed.

Mustang is pitched for the 
youth market. 
The Typhoon has a six cyl­ 
inder, 
232-cubic 
inch. 
145- 
horsepower engine—rated the 
largest displacement six in the 
U.S. market.

Practically everyone in the 
auto business, from top bosses 
down to dealers, figures that 
premature

It is safe to say. however, 
that the 1965 models will be 
the year of the big change. 
American Motors, for ex­ 
ample, reportedly will make 
drastic changes in its Ambas­ 
sador and Classic lines. The 
rumor is that American Motors 
will turn out 1965 Ambassador 
and Classic lines which will be 
distinctive from each other. 
Plymouth will have a 119- 
inch wheelbase, the same as 
the Dodge, and this would 
mean that Chrysler would be 
in better position to inter­ 


change the two cars on its 
production lines, as General 
Motors 
now' 
does 
with 
its 
Buick • Oldsmobile • Pontiac 
plants. 
In a nutshell, the auto in­ 
dustry has had great success 
this year in getting customers 
to open their pocketbooks and 
some guesses are that close to 
eight million cars will be sold 
this year. 
Detroit has bet millions of 
dollars in tooling, dies, engi­ 
neering and styling changes on 
its 1965 models. Most observ­ 
ers feel that the industry, 
which keeps an ever closer ear 
to public opinion, is readying 
1965 models which will do 
even better in the market 
place.

Sightless Computer Whiz 
Is Opening Doors For Blind

WASHINGTON—The 
blind 
can lead the blind. 
This is being proved by a 17- 
year-old sightless c o m p u t e r 
whiz whose demonstrated skill 
may help throw open career 
doors mostly shut to the blind. 
The youth, Michael L. Lich* 
stein, is a Cincinnati High 
School senior, who has devised 
a way to make computers print 
in Braille. His success, along 
with that of a few other blind 
computer o p e r a t o r s , 
has 
prompted creation of a national 
training and placement commit­ 
tee. 
The 
Assn. 
for 
Computer 
Machinery established the pro­ 
gram hoping not only to aid the 
talented blind. But to ease the 
shortage of trained experts who 
give computers their orders. 
“We believe we will find that 
the blind play a unique role 
in this field,” said Dr. Theodor 
Sterling, director of the Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati Medical 
Computing Center. 
His protege, Michael, went 
blind at the age of nine after 
suffering optical-nerve cancer 
and sight-destroying glaucoma. 
Yet the summa cum laude stu­ 
dent mastered high school with 
a 3.7 average and found time 
to invent working computer 
techniques 
for 
himself 
and 


other blind programmers. 
He modified the computer’i 
answer system to print copy 
in braille. Thus, a blind person 
turns over the sheet and reads 
the raised symbols with his 
fingertips. He has devised a 
card-reader that can interpret 
for him punched cards going 
into the machine. 
What 
about 
reading 
the 
blinking lights of a computer? 
No real problem, Michael told 
the computer industry confer- 
cnee here. He simply holds a 
scanner over the lights which 
triggers a buz? when they are 
on. 
“A blind person 
may be 
slightly slower in r e a d i n g 
lights,” the youth said, “but we 
believe this is made up by few- 
er mistakes.” 
There are about 20 blind pro­ 
grammers among the nation’s 
operators of 17,000 computers. 
Mike’s efforts may swell this 
number and lessen the need 
for go-betweens who can see.

This, in turn, channels the 
more highly qualified graduate 
students into the research pro­ 
grams and leaves the less qual­ 
ified to carry on the teaching 
duties, weakening and diluting 
the entire structure of the edu­ 
cational process.” 
Harold Orlans of the Brook­ 
ings Institute 
recently exam­ 
ined the federal government’s 
frenetic emphasis on scientific 
research and concluded that if 
it has brought “enormous bene­ 
fits,” it has also contributed 
to “a devaluation 
of under­ 
graduate teaching 
and to an 
expansion 
of 
mediocre 
r e - 
search.” 


Orlans urges “s o m e re­ 
orientation of expenditures 
toward state universities, lib­ 
eral arts colleges, science ed­ 
ucation, and the humanities,” 
and a reaffirmation of “qual­ 
ity” rather than “ mere com­ 
petence.” 
Neilan is asking 
business 
to 
contribute 
to 
smaller colleges.

ed to blind an attacker for a 
few moments, rendering him I 
helpless— is actually a puff of 
smoke which disappears almost 
as fast as the gun is fired. 
In banning the w e a p o n s . 
Mosk said they were ineffective 
and dangerous in that t h e y : 
would thus give the owner a 
false sense of security.” 
He also suggested they might 
have a “boomerang” effect if 
the wind blew the gas back in 
the shooter's own face. But 
Mountanos said he believes the 
guns are so harmless they could 
not even do damage this way. 
Mosk’s 
com ments 
followed 
earlier tests by the state’s Bu­ 
reau of Criminal Identification 
and Investigation. 
Mountanos 
said yesterday’s local demon­ 
stration indicated that “only if 
you shot one of the things point 
blank would it do anything. 
“And then it would not be 
the gas. It would be the primer, 
which would do little more 
than sting the victim for a few 
seconds.”
